Professorship 
to  Honor  Roy 

Northwestern  has  established  a 
V.  L.  Roy  Professorship  in  honor 
of  the  late  Victor  Leander  Roy, 
former  president  of  the  college. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
of  Northwestern  said  the  profes- 
sorship was  approved  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

Contributions  have  already 
been  received  for  the  professor- 
ship and  have  been  placed  in  a 
trust  fund  for  the  establishment 
and  continuation  of  the  grant. 

Kilpatrick  said  a  different  fac- 
ulty member  will  be  selected 
each  year  as  the  recipient  of  the 
V.  L.  Roy  Professorship.  He  will 
receive  the  professorship  funds 
in  addition  to  his  regular  salary. 
Professors  from  all  academic 
areas  at  Northwestern  will  be 
eligible  for  the  honor,  acccording 
to  Kilpatrick. 

Roy,  who  died  Sept.  7,  1968,  at 
the  age  of  97,  was  president-em- 
eritus of  Northwestern  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

He  became  president  of  the 
college  in  1911  when  it  was  a 
two-year  institution  known  as 
Louisiana  State  Normal  School. 
His  principal  achievement  as 
president  was  the  elevation  of 
Northwestern  to  four-year  col- 
lege status  in  1918. 

Roy  resigned  the  presidency  in 
1929  and  was  designated  presi- 
dent -  emeritus  of  Northwestern 
11  years  later  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education. 

After  leaving  Northwestern, 
Roy  was  on  faculty  at  Louisiana 
State  University  from  1929  until 
1934  and  later  served  as  assistant 
to  the  National  Youth  Adminis- 
trator for  Louisiana.  He  retired 
from  active  school  work  in  1936. 
During  his  career,  Roy  served 
as  head  of  the  faculty  at  South- 
western Louisiana  Institute  and 
superintendent  of  Avoyelles  Par- 
ish Schools-  He  was  a  native  of 
Mansura. 

Donations  for  the  Professorship 
will  be  accepted  from  friends 
and  alumni  of  Northwestern.

Research  Institute  Organization 
is  Established  at  Northwestern 


President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
of  Northwestern  has  announced 
the  formation  of  a  Research  In- 
stitute Organization  at  the  col- 
lege to  develop  and  support  grad- 
uate research  programs  in  all 
academic  areas. 

The  five  Research  Institutes 
which  have  been  organized  are  in 
the  areas  of  Business,  Education, 
Humanities,  Nursing  and  Science. 

Kilpatrick  said  the  institutes 
were  developed  to  "provide  the 
intellectual  atmosphere  and  re- 
search programs  to  attain  the 
highest  educational  needs  of  stu- 
dents and  faculty,  and  to  expand 
knowledge  through  research  at 
all  levels." 

The  primary  objective  of  the 
institutes  will  be  to  promote 
graduate  research  programs  as 
an  essential  part  of  the  advanced 
training  of  graduate  students. 

Dr.    Ed    Greco,    Northwestern's 


Coordinator  of  Research,  has 
been  assigned  to  cooperate  with 
directors  of  each  of  the  Research 
Institutes  and  with  other  faculty 
members  and  developing  and  es- 
tablishing graduate  research  pro- 
grams. 

In  conjunction  with  the  five 
Research  Institutes,  Northwest- 
ern has  organized  a  Northwest- 
ern Research  Council.  The  Coun- 
cil is  a  policy-making  group, 
making  recommendations  to  the 
president  on  policies  which  will 
facilitate  the  efficient  operation 
of  the  individual  Research  Insti- 
tutes.

Graduate  School 
Hits  1,008  Mark 

Northwestern's  enrollment  of 
5,512  this  sen  the   lai

In  announcing  the  spring  se- 
mester registration  figures,  I: 
istrar  Walter  Ledet  said  North- 
western's  undergraduate  enroll- 
ment this  spring  of  4,504  is  an 
increase  of  107  students  over  the 
4,397   registered  last  spring. 

There  are  1,008  students  en- 
rolled in  Northwestern's  Gradu- 
ate School,  which  is  the  largest 
of  any  of  the  colleges  and  uni- 
versities under  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  Northwestern  grad- 
uate students  are  enrolled  in 
master's,  specialist  and  doctor's 
degree  programs. 

A  breakdown  of  undergradu- 
ates by  schools  shows  1,800  in 
Education;  848  in  Science  and 
Technology;  842  in  Business;  702 
in  Liberal  Arts  and  312  in  Nurs- 
ing. 

No  comparison  with  last  year 
by  schools  is  possible  since  the 
academic  structure  of  the  schools 
of  instruction  was  reorganized 
last  fall,  creating  an  additional 
school  and  shifting  departments 
in  others. 

In  the  Graduate  School,  814 
students  are  in  master's  degree 
programs,  160  in  the  specialist 
degree  program  and  34  are  seek- 
ing doctor's  degrees.  The  special- 
ist degree  is  30  hours  beyond  the 
master's. 

Of  the  total  enrollment,  2,845 
are  men,  and  2,667  are  women. 
There  are  1,684  freshmen,  1,113 
sophomores.  1,000  juniors  and  707 
seniors. 

Director  of  Housing  C.  L. 
Starnes  reported  that  2,878  stu- 
dents are  living  on  campus  this 
spring,  as  compared  to  2,817  last 
spring.  There  are  1,461  men 
housed  on  campus  and  1,417  res- 
idents  in   women's   dormitories. 

Some  7,000  meals  a  day  are  be- 
ing served  to  students  in  Iber- 
ville and  St.  Denis  Halls,  the  col- 
lege's dining  facilities.  There  are 
2,700  students  on  campus  with 
college  meal  tickets.

Records  Shattered  NSC  In  Second  Place  Behind 
In  N  Club  Track  Southwestern,  GSC  Cage  Race 


Three  records  fell  and  Arkan 
sas  State  sophomore  Thomas  Hill 
was  named  the  "Outstanding 
Athlete"  in  the  college  division 
of  the  Graduate  "N"  Club  Indoor 
Track  and  Field  Meet  Feb.  8  at 
Northwestern. 

Hill  stepped  over  the  60  yard 
high  hurdles  in  a  blazing  7.0 
seconds  to  miss  the  world  record 
by  only  two  tenths  of  a  second 
and  break  the  "N"  Club  mark  by 
the  same  margin. 

Mile  record  holder  Jim  Craw- 
ford skipped  that  event  Saturday 
night  and  put  his  name  in  the 
record  book  a  second  time  by 
turning  in  a  1:54.9  880  yard  run. 
The  other  record  was  set  by  Ar- 
kansas AMTN's  mile  relay  team, 
which     toured     the     10     laps     in 

The  old  records  were  1:56.6  by 
Jim  Camhout  of  Southeastern 
La.  in  the  880  and  3:24.1  by  Lou- 
isiana State  in  the  mile  relay. 

Competing  in  the  hurdles  for 
only  the  second  year.  Hill's  time 
was  a  great  improvement  over 
his  1968  run  in  the  Northwestern 
meet.  Last  year  he  managed  only 
a  7.8  time  and  failed  to  qualify 
for  the  finals. 

Hill  ran  7.3  in  the  prelimina- 
ries ,  7.2  in  the  semifinals  and 
then  upset  previously  record 
holder  Johnny  Morriss  of  the 
University  of  Houston  in  the  fi- 
nals with  his  super  time.  Morriss 
clocked  7.2  and  finished  second 
and  also  won  the  high  jump  with 
a  leap  of  6-7  7  8. 

Phillip  Herndon  of  Little  Rock 
Central  High  School  in  Arkansas 
and  Richard  Lewis  of  Natchito- 
ches shared  "outstanding  athlete" 
in  the  high  school  division. 


Northwestern,  after  being 
virtually  tied  for  first  place, 
wrapped  up  second  place  in  the 
Gulf  States  Conference  basket- 
ball race. 

The  Demons  caught  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southwestern  Louisi- 
ana in  the  loss  column  by  upset- 
ting the  Bulldogs  86-84  in  over- 
time, but  a  week  later  lost  by  the 
same  score  to  Louisiana  Tech, 
forcing  NSC  to  settle  for  the  run- 
nerup  position. 

Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand's 
team,  after  dropping  a  close  65-61 
decision  to  Centenary,  ran  up  six 
straight  wins  before  the  Tech 
loss  and  had  a  13-9  record  after 
22  games. 

The  Demons  ended  the  season 
with  Northeast,  Feb.  19,  South- 
eastern, Feb.  22.  Nicholls  State, 
Feb.  25,  and  Centenary.  Feb.  27. 


After  the  Centenary  defeat, 
NSC  rolled  past  Northeast,  88-69, 
Southern  Mississippi,  106-99, 
Southeastern,  88-76.  Nicholls,  82- 
80,  USL,  and  McNeese  State,  66-

Herbie  Smith  New  Baseball  Coach 


Herbie  Smith,  a  former  North- 
western football  and  baseball 
star,  has  been  appointed  head 
baseball  and  assistant  football 
coach  at  NSC,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  Northwestern 
Head  Coach  Glenn  Gossett. 

Smith,  26,  reported  to  North- 
western Feb.  4- 

A  1965  graduate  of  Northwest- 
ern, Smith  was  an  assistant  grid 
coach  at  Shreveport's  Jesuit  High 
School  during  the  past  football 
season. 

Smith  lettered  four  years  in 
both  football  and  baseball  during 
his  playing  career  at  NSC.  He 
was  a  three-year  starting  quar- 
terback and  played  short  stop  in 


baseball. 

Gossett,  after  announcing 
Smith's  appointment,  said  "We're 
certainly  happy  to  be  able  to  find 
a  capable  young  coach  like  Her- 
bie to  fill  the  position.  He  is 
probably  more  familiar  with  our 
baseball  material  than  anyone  we 
could  have  selected,"  Gossett 
added. 

"I'm  grateful  for  the  opportun- 
ity to  come  back  to  Northwest- 
ern," Smith  said  Sunday,  "and 
I'm  certainly  looking  forward  to 
coaching  in  college." 

Smith,  a  Dallas,  Tex.  native, 
graduated  from  Jesuit  in  1960 
and  came  to  Northwestern  on  a 
football  grant-in-aid. 
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
